the reason that such records never existed, in violation of 52 U.S.C. §20701: Retention and 


preservation of records and papers by officers of elections; deposit with custodian; penalty 


for violation. 


CONCLUSION 
Because the Plaintiff’s evidence, viewed in the light most favorable to this complaint, is 
sufficient to establish all of the elements of the claims and thus the Plaintiff is entitled to summary 
judgment on all claims. In addition, the undisputed evidence indicates that the Defendants have stated 
publicly and submitted documents that prove their knowledge the statutes and their acts contrary to 


those statutes, denying them to any defense against the claims of the Plaintiff.
